pence (0 cents) is charged for every 
thirty words. Only telephone subscrib­ 
ers. of course, can have their Sunday 
letters delivered in this way. 


Ant Builders. 
The common Laslus niger, a brown­ 
ish-black garden ant. which is world­ 
wide in its distribution, has developed 
some unexpected capabilities in Japan. 
About fifty miles from Tokyo it is 
found constructing shelters for aphi­ 
des made by cementing grains of sand 
to twigs of ilex. 
These shelters riot 
only serve to keep the aphides warm 
and thus increase their yield of honey­ 
dew. of which the ants are so fond, 
but they also form folds from which 
the aphides cannot escape and where 
tlu*,\ are protected from tile raids of 
other nuts. 
The ants also construct 
covered galleries of sand. which con­ 
nect the tents of Hie aphides* wifi) 
their own nests. 


Perilous Exoeriments. 
Even fungi collectors seem generally 
agreed that there is really no trust 
worthy test for distinguishing whole­ 
some from dangerous mushrooms be­ 
yond the old Baconian method of ob 
nervation and experiment. Toward the 
end of the eighteenth century Curtis, 
the original compiler of "Flora Lon- 
dlnensis,’' adopted an ingenious device 
for determining whether fungi were 
edible or poisonous. 
He tried every 
suspected fungus, not “on the dog,” 
but upon bls gardeners! What happen­ 
ed to those unhappy horticulturists is 
not recorded.—London Family Herald.

The deposed forester is a fighter 
with a record reaching back to the 
middle of 1898, when he became chief 
of our forestry service. 
President Mc­ 
Kinley appointed him. President Roose­ 
velt retained and sustained him. 
The forestry service was a standing 
Joke when. Pinchot took chaine of It. 


lion To 
..ig aud la .nj'TahTTs par­ 
ticularly and led a fight upon the ex 
philters which belongs to history. Pin- 
cbot discovered it with relation to the 
national forest reserves and led a fight 
which is still making history. 
Did Things His Own Way. 
There is a possibility that Mr. Pin­ 
chot is somewhat too self assertive to 
make a tractable subordinate official. 
lf this be so it may be explained in 
part by reference to his antecedents. 
Ile was born with a whole sot of silver 
spoons arui other choice cutlery In his 
mouth. He is said to be several times 
a millionaire. 
In his youth and early 
manhood he did just what he pleased, 
having the money to back him up. 
After getting Into an Important office 
he still wanted to do things In his 
own way. Governmental red tape had 
the sa me effect upou him as a red 
flag flaunted In the face of a bull that 
has owned the pasture since calfhood.

Ile didn’t need 
the job to make a living. 
What he 
seems to have desired to do was to

Under Pinchot the forestry service 
has grown from a cubbyhole In the

Now ITX) professional foresters 
are employed. 
The number of men 
engaged in protecting and policing the 
national forests Is about 3,000. 
Our 
national forest domain comprises 194.- 
500.000 acres, nearly one-third of the 
forest area of the United States. The 
money value of this vast domain is 
estimated 
at 
$2,000,000,000. 
which 
would have paid the civil war debt 


and built tile Panama canal and tho 
proposed inland waterways. 
Pinchot, despite his millions, devcl 
oped early a civic ideal. 
His youth­ 
ful hobby was forestry. 
Ile studied 
the science in America first and then 
in several European countries. 
Ile be­ 
came known widely as a choice ex 
pert in his line. After he was appoint­ 
ed to the post of chief forester he 
preached the conservation of forest re 
sources so strongly 
that 
President 
Roosevelt took the cue and made tho 
conservation of all national resources 
one of the prime crusades of his two 
administrations. 
Through rorester rinchot, upheld by 
President Roosevelt, vast areas of the 
western forest reserve were withdrawn 
from settlement. 
They were with 
drawn also from mineral prospecting, 
from water power development and 
free for all cattle grazing. 
This cre­ 
ated a storm of protest. 
Pinchot was 
accused of putting a chuck block un 
der the wheels of progress. 
Ile was 
denounced by powerful Interests In 
some of the western states as an au­ 
tocrat, a czar, a foe to the common 
people, and all that sort of thing. 
These denunciations rolled off Pinchot 
as water from a duck’s back. 
He ad­ 
hered to his policy, declaring that ul­ 
timately tile whole i>eople would ac­ 
knowledge its wisdom.

As an instance of the work done by 
Pinchot. which no insubordination or 
other shortcomings upon his part can 
prevent being recognized by future 
generations as a splendid heritage. 
may be cited his protection of water 
resources in the mountain areas. 
In 
some parts of Colorado, Utah, Mon­ 
tana, Oregon and Washington t he most 
valuable asset on the map is water 
Anybody who can get control of a wa­ 
ter supply and turn it into irrigation 
ditches or transfer It Into industrial 
motive power has entered an open 
road to opulence. 
Corporations and individuals were 
acquiring water rights in our national 
forests on easy terms when Forester 
Pinchot stepped Into the arena and 
shut off the golden streams. 
Ile plug­ 
ged up the flumes for future public 
use. 
The privateers who had preyed 


upon tile ifaTiobaT Domain saw their 
ships scuttled and raised yells that 
sounded like wails of drowning men. 
Mr. Pinchot let them drown. 
His 
theory was that the watersheds, be 
longing to the public, should be con 
served for public benefit. 
Coincident 
with this was his theory that -f the 
forests were to be denuded by the 
wholesale cutting off of the timber
